ZURICH A MODEL MODERN CITY. 





One of the Best Organized and Most 
Perfectly Equipped Towns. 

Seventy years ago, as we mnay see 
in the national gallery cellars, Turper 
found at Zurich one of the most love- 
ly subjects of his brush, says the Bos 
ton Transcript. It is no longer a ro- 
mantie old relic of middle ages, but It 
is one of the best organized and most 
perfectly equipped of European cities, 
Its magnificent situation and rare nat- | 
ural opportunities have been used to 
the full by its energetic citizens. If 
one is interested in municipal organiza- 
tion. let him study the Institution and 
wdility of Zurich—its boulevards, 
quays, electric tram Hnes, its water 
supply, its public gardens, its lighting. | 
its rallways and its post office. Zurich 
Is now a model modern city, In size, in 
eonstrnuction and arrangement, the idea! 
of what a city should be to ve in and 
work in. 

Bunt I wish especially to call atten 
tion to Its new vational museum of lo- 
cal antiquities. It is barely ten years 
old. but as a monumental bistory of 
Switzerland for 5,000 years it Is far the 
most complete collection In Europe. 
Neither London, nor Berlin, nor Vienna, 
with all their splendid collections, can 
show anything at all equal in historic 
continuity for a single country as Swiss 
patriotisin has done at Zurich. Its fifty 
rooms record the evolution of the na- 
tional Hfe from the age of the lake 
dwellers to our own day. And the 
value of such a systematic collection 
of national monuments, Industry and 
art can hardly be overrated. The his- 
torian and the artist might spend 
weeks of study in mastering its varied 
contents,

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THE NAVY'S NEW 
STEEL-MESH MAST. : 


Tremendous sums are annually ex- 
peuded in target practice by the navy 
of this nation. The ultimate end 
sought for in this sedulous training 
aud costly expenditure is the acquir- 
Ing of an ability to hit the enemy frst, 
tu hit rapidly and to bit hard. 

It is now realized that the 6ea 
fights of the future will open at ex- 
tremely long ranges, say, tive or six 
miles. “The fleet that first gets the 
range,” said Rear Admiral Evans in a 
recent interview, “and is best handled 
after the range is obtained, will un- 
donbtedly do such damage tn the first 
ten minutes as practically to disable 
the opposing fleet.” 

All other thtings being equal, the in- 
itial advantage would therefore appear 
to be the deciding one. The gaining of 
this sdvantage is now almost wholly 
dependent upon the observers station- 
ed in the tops, the clear-eyed, cool- 
headed men who from thelr point of 
vantage determine the range, and, by 
the various systems of fire control com- 
municate It to the men behind the 
guns. With these salient points in 
mind, the reader can clearly compre 
hend the vast Importance of an observ- 
ing station sufficiently elevated for the 
range finders to execute their mission 
with precision and celerity, and, more 
Important still, a station that can re- 
main longest erect under the stress of 
hattle. 

In a recent notable test which was 
conducted by the British Admiralty tt 
was found that the ordinary cylindri- 
cal steel mast with which ali battle 
ships are now fitted is wholly unsuit- 
ed for this purpose. The Hero, an ob- 
solete battleship of the second class, 
was selected for the experiment. A 
complete system of fire contro] was In- 
stalled {n the old warrior, and then 
the vessel was anchored over a shoal 
and attacked by the guns of the mod- 
ern first-class battleships Hibernia and 
Dominion. 

Although the deductions of the Ad- 
miralty officials have been withheld, a

(The 
Navy) bas ascertained that the effect 
of the gun fire upon every part of the 
fire control system located above the 
protected deck was disastrous. A six- 
inch shell burst in the improvised fire 
control top on the mast and carried 
away the range-findiug station in the 
very beginning of the simulated com- 
bat. Most significant and important 
of all, a splinter of shell—not a di- 
rect bit—went through the mast, and 
although the mast stood, every one of 
its fire control wires was severed. 
Thus was the most important prob 
‘em solved in the first two minutes. 

Then was asked the question, whetb- 
er the modern system of fire control, 
with its most Important Installation in 
a cylindrical steel mast and {ts obser- 
vatory placed at a high elevation upon 
Withstand for any 
length of time the fire of a straight- 
shooting foe. It was realized at once 
that it could not—that with the in- 
creased range and deadly precision of 
modern high-powered guns not only 
masts, but smokestacks and other su- 
per-deck attachments are more than 
likely to"be shot away at the very be 
ginning of the battle. 

This brought naval administrations 
face to face with new conditions. The 
need of some method of carrying range 
finders high in alr bad been noted in 
the battle of the Tsushima Straits, 
where the !uitial advantage had been 
gained by the Japanese, who had con- 
centrated their fire upon the Soura- 
roff, Rojestvensky’s flagship. Accord- 
ing to Semenoff, a Russian officer on 
board the flagship, the mast of that 
vessel] was shot away almost at the 
beginning of the action. This not only 
interrupted all further efforts on the 
part of thut vessel to get the range of 
ber antagonists from her fighting tops, 
but it also interfered with the display 
of signals. 

The need of some new method Indl- 
cated by that battle was accentuated 
and made urgent by the test to which 
the Hero was subjected. Some of our 
own very alert and progressive navy 
officers at once set about solving the 
problem. The result is the test to 
which the monitor Florida was sub- 
jected a few days ago. The Arkansas, 
a sister ship, was selected to do the 
firing. 

The Florida is one of the new type 
of single-turret monitors. For the pur- 
poses of the test she was towed to the

Comfort, and anchored about midway 
between Cape Charles and Cape Hen- | 
ry. The Arkansas took a position | 
about 850 yards westward, so that the 
shots, after passing through the Flo 
rida'’s military mast, would fall into 
the open sea. The shots were fired 
at a range of about 350 yards with a 
reduced charge, so that the effect was 
practically the same as a range of 
5,000 yards with a full charge of pow- 
der, 

It was the first time in the history 
of the United States Navy that actu- 
al conditions of warfare were repro- 
duced for experimental purposes. | 
Three tests were ordered; one to de 
termine the effect of shell fire upon _ 
turret armor and turret fittings, «nr 
for the purpose of showing the use- 
fulness, if any, of crinoline nets as a 
protection against torpedoes, and an- 
other, regarded by naval men as the 
most important of the series, intended | 
to test the relapse safety of a new | 
type of skeleton mast. 

Tue mast is described as a mesh of 
steel, 93 feet In height, and carried 
near the stern of the monitor. It was 
bullt upon a double spiral principle, 
each set of spiral columns running In 
an opposite direction. At the top was 
a platform upon which were two dum- 
mies weighted and wired for record- 
ing the shock of the projectile. The 
steel rods which form the mast are 
two inches in diameter at the base, 
narrowing at the top. The experts 
who had designed it had emplored all 
of their mechanical skil] to construct 
a framework that would st!ll remain 
erect though plerced by many shot. 
The mast was subjected to a thorough 
test and emerged successful.

SOME STATISTICS OP CRIME. 





| Figures of Prison Population that 


Forntsh Food for Thought. 

A bulletin issued by the Census Bu- 
reau contuins some statistics of the 
prison population of the country that 
are startlingly suggestive, says the In- 
dlanapolls News, The statiatics are of 
June 2), 1904. when the total popu- 
lation of the country was estimated to 
be S1S01S848 At that time the coun- 
try had 1,837 penal Institutions, Includ- 
Ing four Untied States civil prisons, 
sixty-seven State prisons and State and 
county penitentiaries, fourteen reform- 
atortes for adults, seventy-one muaiel- 
pal prisons and workhouses and 1,151 
county Jalis, At the date name! these 
various prisons contained $1,772  In- 
mites, an average of 100.0 per 100,000 
of population, The avernge seems aj- 
millingiy large, but it shows an Im- 
provement over 1800, when It was 131.5 
per 100,000 of population. 

There is some consolation In the fact 
that, appalling as the aggregate of 
erime appears, the percentage of erim- 
inals to population {s not Increasing. 
This might be due to remissnuess In the 
enforcement of law, but we are at least 
permitted to hope that It {s not the 
ense, the moral trend of the times being 
townrd stricter fnstead of laxer enforce- 
ment of Inw, 

It aypears that of the total number 
of prison Inmates on June 30, 1004, 77,- 
200, or (4%) per cent. were males, and 
4.508, or 344 per cent. were females. As 
there {s no great difference tn the nuim- 
her of males and females In the coun- 
try. the figures Indicate clearly that 
crime is much more prevalent among 
nen than among women. 

On June 24, 14, there were {n the 
Tnited States ninety-three Institutions 
for juvenile delinquents between the 
nge® of 7 and 21 years. These tnstitnu- 
tlons, Included reformatories, reform 
echools, truant schools—in fact, all 
kinds of prisons, places of detention 
and religions ngencles for Juventle de 
lHngnents. At the date named they con- 
talnel 23.084 hanates, of whom 2,500 
protectory at 





were In the Catholle

The number of Inmates fn all kinds 
of Institutions for Juventle delinquents 
{ncreasel from 14.846 on June 1, 1800, 
to 23,034 on June 30, 1004. This was 
a gain of 8,188, or 55.2 per cent. On 
{ts face, this is not encouraging, though 
{t may be due to the fact that there 
were more Institutions for Juvenile de- 
Hinquents fn 194 than there were in 
1000, and more activity in arresting and 
confining them. 





DOOM OF THE WANDLE. 





The Stream Where Izaak Walton 
Fished Is in Danger. 

That great River Wandle—“the blue 
transparent Vandalis” of Pope—the 
stream where old Isaaz fished for trout 
“marked with marble spots Ilke a tor- 
tolse’—the river which even now fs the 
most perfect epitome In beauty and in 
filth of big brother Thames—may be 
doomed, says the London News. Its 
fate hangs upon a mere hundred or 
two of votes. It can be killed or kept 
alive just as parllament chooses when 
the Itiver Wandle protection bill comes 
before our legislature tn the course of 
the present year. 

But wile gentle fishermen and quiet 
gardeners have always poetized about 
the river, men of the world bave fought 
about it, well nich from time immemo- 
rial. In 10 a deplorable scheme was 
set on foot for taking onetenuth part 
of the water between Croydon and 
Waddon Mill and conveying It by ca- 
nals and underground pipes to the city 
of Londen for the benetit of Chelsea 
College, but so loud was the outery, 
seelng that at that date the river turn- 
ed twenty-four corn mills, that the 
scheme had to be abandoned and by 
an act of James I. the necessary water 
was taken from Hackney marsh, Even 
at the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury there seems to have been none 
too much water in the river. 

Again In 1790 a determined attempt 
was made by certain fnanclers and en- 
gineers to destroy the river at a bluw 
by diverting its waters luto a canal be- 
tween Wandsworth and Croydon. Once 
more, however, the Wandle escaped by 
reason of \ts great commercial utility 
and the quaint “Surrey Iron Railway,” 
with grooved rails and tiny trucks 
drawn by horses, took the place of the 
proposed canal. 

But the Wandle 1s still a force and 
a treasure. It may be nelther quite so 
beautiful nor quite so useful as a hun- 
dred years ago, yet the man who has 
stood on the bridge at Carshalton and 
watched the crystal waters slip past 
the arches to spread below Into calm 
pools or soak silently through bread 
beds of cress, or who from the bridge 
In Wandsworth High street has watch- 
ed the stained and sullen current gHde 
slothfully toward the Thames must be 
Heve that the River Wandle has still 
a place In the world.
